WASHINGTON, Nov. 19—Opera­ 
tion of the Panama Canal and auxil­ 
iary during the fiscal year ended 
June 20, 1923, were record-breaking 
in volume both as to 
financial 
re­ 
turns to the United States govern- j 
ment and aid rendered w’orld ship- • 
ping, the annual report of Governor 
Morrow shows. 
From the financial 
standpoint the canal netted a profit 
of $12,063,880 from all sources,, ex­ 
cluding 
the 
Panam a 
Railroad 
Steamship Line, as compared with 
$9,201,613 in the fiscal year 1922 and 
traffic operations increased 
on 
a 
scale that has brought the water 
way to a point of “rapidly overhaul­ 
ing the Suez Canal.” 
The net income from 
tolls 
and 
other miscellaneous receipts group­ 
ed under the head of “transit rev­ 
enue” was $10,00,066 inl923 as com­ 
pared with $3,466,674 the preceding 
year. 
The net profits from auxili­ 
ary operations totalled $1,140,642 as 
against $323,259, while 
those 
con­ 
ducted bv 
the 
Panam a 
Railroad 
Company excluding the steamship 
operations, showed a profit of $922,- 
171 against a loss of $710,301 in 
1922. 
Governor 
Morrow’s 
report 
also 
show’s that the 
number 
of 
com­ 
mercial transits increased 
from 
2,- 
736 to 3,967; net tonnage from 11.- 
417,459 to 18,605,786; tolls from H E ­ 
IDT,832 to $17,508,199 and cargo ton­ 
nage from 10,884 to 19,567.875. 
“The phenomenual growth of th *1 
past year,” the 
report 
continues, 
“was not anticipated and is 
in 
a 
sense abnormal. 
It is due primarily 
to the development of oil fields iii 
southern California, which has sup­ 
planted Mexico 
as 
the 
principal 
source of supply for the eastern sea­ 
board of the 
United 
States. 
The 
movement of California oil through 
the Panam a Canal began in October 
1922, and has increased with each 
subsequent month until at the close 
of the year (June SO, 1923) oil is 
furnishing 60 per cent of the east­ 
bound cargo and tanker tonnage in 
either direction is approximately as 
great as all ether commerical tonn­ 
age combined.” 
Governor Morrow’ explains that it 
Is problematical 
how’ 
long 
these 
heavy shipments of California oil 
will continue and pointed out that 
the possible discovery and develop­ 
ment of new fields may cause the 
volume of trade in that commodity 
to decline as rapidly as it grew. 
He 
adds that important contracts have 
been 
made, 
extending 
over 
long 
periods, and, at the present time he 
sees no indication of a slump. 
Japn was the sole nation among 
the maritime powers of the world to 
show’ a decrease 
in 
its 
shipping 
through the canal in the fiscal year 
of 1923. All others shared in the in­ 
creased traffic and sent a greater 
net tonnage through the w*ater way 
in 1923 than they did in 1922. 
“The

States 
made 
the 
greatest gains,’ the report says, “in­ 
creasing from 1,095 vessels to 1,994” 
and carrying “56.5 percent of the 
cargo moving through 
the 
canal; 
British vessels 25.2 percent; Japane­ 
se 4.8 and Norwegian 3.6.” 
An analysis of the traffic through 
the 
canal 
principal 
trade 
routes 
shows the most notable increase was 
in the United States inter-coastal 
trade. 
This traffic increased from 
2,562.527 tons to 8,068,553. 
“There is f Iso a great increase,” 
the report adds, “in trade between 
P e east coast of the United States 
and the w’est coast of South Ameri­ 
ca, cargo moving over this route in

A SEAMAN'S DECISION. 


They tell a story on the Great Lakes of 
a captain who, when he lost control of his 
vessel in a storm, lighted his pipe and puff­ 
ed quietly, without batting an eye, while it 
went on the rocks. Something of the same 
stern self-control appears in the attitude of I 
Captain Watson, commander of the naval 
squadrons which “piled up” on the Califor­ 
nia coast a few weeks ago. Held response j 
hie for the disaster, and facing the court­ 
martial, he says: 
“I don't want an acquittal. For me to be 
acquitted by this court would be bad for 
the naval service, to which I have devoted 
my life. I believe that no man in charge of 
vessels of the navy at sea should get away 
clear when seven are wrecked and 20 lives 
are lost. I made a seaman's decision, and I 
was in error. 
I am ready to abide by the 
consequences of that error.” He insists only 
that the mistake was an error of judgment, 
and not proof of culpable inefficiency.

He estimates that 50 cents a 
pound will be a fair price for fresh 
and 45 cents for frozen turkeys.

The Chamber of Commerce of 
today is an organization for the fur­ 
thering of the interest of the city 
as a whole. 
It works in the open 
and works for the things that will 
promote every legitimate business 
and anything that will help the city 
as a whole. 
But—and here is where many peo­ 
ple have the wrong idea—the Cham- 
' ber of Commerce cannot and should 
not work for the furthering of any 
individual business institution. Here 
w 6 might say that no chamber of 
commerce can take on the functions 
of a bank or a financing institution. 
This Is, perhaps the one place where 
the modern cham ber is most widely 
misunderstood. 
During the course 
of a year hundreds of people come 
to these commercial organigations 
in every city of any 
size 
with 
schemes (some wild and some mild) 
which they want financed. 
There was a time when it was 
thought that the only function or 
duty of a cham ber of commerce was 
lo get new factories—not even job­ 
bing houses would do. 
In order to 
do this every time it was found that 
a new factory could be secured the 
hat was passed around among mem­ 
bers in an effort to get the desired 
amount. 
Some of the factories ob­ 
tained In that way stuck, but most 
of them didn’t. 
In those days the dues of the or­ 
ganization didn't mean much, for 
the hat was passed frequently be­ 
tween dues. 
Today, however, the cham ber of 
Commerce is an organization giving 
service to its members and 
watch­ 
ing the interests of the business 
as a whole. 
Tthe chamber of com­ 
merce is not an organization for es­ 
tablishing a man in business. 
It is just as Important for the 
organization to keep out businesses 
that are not needed as it is to bring 
in those th at are needed. 
It owes this to its members and 
to the city. 
In many fileds of ac­ 
tivities the city is over-crowded and 
many fuorther attem pts along these 
same lines would mean over devel­ 
opment to the death of legitimate 
institutions already established. 
Every institution has its liabilities 
as well as privileges.
